to accommodate five hundred students,is now alltoo small for our present 
numbers. Of the thousands who have received their musical training 
within its walls, a very large number have risen to positions of eminence 
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and distinction and have extended the good work, not only throughout 
Great Britain, but also to the British Dominions and the Empire of 
India. 

Throughout the period extending from March, 1823, to July, 
1911, the work of the Academy was carried on at Tenterden Street, 
Hanover Square, beginning with one house and adding others as the 
number of pupils increased, until at last six houses were absorbed and 
no further extension could be made. The need for more commodious 
and more suitable premises having become urgent, the Directors secured 
a new site in the Marylebone Road, and the foundation stone of the new 
building was laid by the late Lord Strathcona on the 14th of July, 
1910. The building being completed, the work of the Academy was 
transferred to it in time to begin the new session at Michaelmas, 
1911. The building was formally « opened by His Royal Highness Prince 
Arthur of Connaught on Saturday, the 22nd of June, 1912. "The new 
Academy is centrally situated and easily reached ; it is near the termini 
of three main lines (viz., Great Western, London and North-Eastern, 
and London, Midland and Scottish Railways), and is easily accessible 
by the various “ Tubes " and omnibus services. 

While this paragraph is being written a most important and useful 
addition to the resources and equipment of the Academy is on the point 
of nearing completion. On a site immediately adjoining the main 
Academy building there has been erected an extension containing a small 
rehearsal theatre, seating about two hundred in the auditorium and 
equipped with stage and a sunk orchestra, and a lecture room which will 
seat about one hundred and fifty people. Although these will not 
materially increase the earning power of the Academy, they will provide 
much needed facilities for carrying on work specially important in the 
training of our students. The Opera and Dramatic Classes, the 
Ensemble Classes and the Teachers’ Training Course will all benefit, and 
increased efficiency and comfort will follow from the new and improved 
conditions under which their work will be done. 


CONSTITUTION AND GOVERNMENT. 


The Academy is incorporated by Royal Charters, granted 23rd June, 
1830, and 29th November, 1910, and, as provided therein, is governed 
by a President, four Vice-Presidents, Board of Directors, Committee of 
Management, Chairman, and Treasurer, all of whom are elected from 
among the members of the body corporate. Acting under these are 
the House Committee, the Principal, and the executive officials. 

Membership in the Corporation is unlimited, and all classes of 
Subscribing Members are eligible for election on the Directorate and 
the Committee of Management.

PAYING STUDENTS. 
Ordinary Paying Students are admitted at the beginning of 


each Term and Half-Term. Before entering, they are examined by the 
Principal or Warden. 

The objects of the Examination are (1) to enable the Principal to 
judge as to the general fitness of a candidate for acceptance as a 
Student; (2) to ascertain the degree of proficiency. already attained by 
the candidate ; and (3), if accepted, to make the necessary arrangements 
for Professors and Classes. 

The fee for this Examination is One Guinea, which should be for- 
warded not later than one week before the Entrance Examination. If 
the applicant become a Student, this.fee is considered as part payment 
of the entrance fee of Two Guineas. 

The appointment of Students to the various Professors is 
left absolutely to the discretion of the Principal. 

The Committee of Management reserves the right of refusing the 
entry or re-entry of any student without giving any reasons for such 
refusal. 

Students are not admitted for a shorter period than three Terms, 
nor for less than the ordinary curriculum. 

To obtain the highest awards of the Academy, a course of at least 
three years' study is requisite. 

At least fourteen days' notice of the removal of a Student is required. 

Failing the due receipt of such notice by the Secretary the fees for 
half a Term are payable. 

There is no limit to the age of Paying Students. 

Persons residing at a distance from London may obtain informa- 
tion and advice respecting the Academy from any of the Honorary 
Local Representatives. (See List, pp. 53—61.) 

(For the Junior Department, see p. 36.) 


STUDENTS’ AID FUND. 


It is open to any person to assist students by paying the whole 
or any portion of their fees, by subscribing to the Students’ Aid Fund, 
or by founding Exhibitions. 

The Students’ Aid Fund consists of a Capital sum of about £2,000, 
eontributed in the course of the last thirty years by friends of the 
Academy and Patrons of Art, the interest on which is advanced for the 
purpose of reducing the fees of deserving students. 

In administering this Fund—which is all too small to meet the 
demands made on it—the most careful consideration is paid to the 
circumstances and qualifications of each beneficiary. Below is a note 
of the Income and Expenditure during 1924-25. 

While the eventual repayment of the sums advanced is not made a 
condition of benefit, the Committee of Management welcome all efforts 
made to testify in this practical manner to the value and usefulness of

Should 
the branch which a Student selects for his Principal Study be Com- 
position, Organ, Pianoforte, or Harp, he may be required to learn, as 
a Second Study, any orchestral instrument which the Committee may 
choose for him. (See Regulation IL, p. 36.) All other Students are 
required to take Pianoforte as Second Study. 

Subject to the approval of the Principal, Students may take an 
additional Principal Study, or additional lessons in any branch of the 
curriculum, upon payment of the extra fee stated on p. 27; but no 
Student will be permitted to take private lessons in any 
subject which he or she may be studying in the Academy. 

Opera and Drama may also be studied in classes specially devoted 
to these Arts. These classes are open to ordinary students on payment 
of a small additional fee or to ex-students on payment of the special fee 
stated on p. 26. 

Students and Members are admitted to all lectures on Music and 
Musicians given on Wednesday afternoons. 

Students may be required to attend on three or four days per week. 
Lessons are given between 9 a.m. and 7 p.m.

The Subjects printed in italics in the list on p. 24 are extra 
to the ordinary course of study. Attendance at the classes in which 
they are taught is therefore optional, and an additional fee is charged 
to those Students who join them, with the exception that Students 
whose Principal Study is Singing are not required to pay the additional 
fee for the Diction Class. Certain of these subjects may, however, 
with the sanction of the Principal, be adopted as Second Study. 


TEACHERS’ TRAINING COURSE. 

All Students who wish to enter the Teaching Profession are strongly 
advised to prepare themselves for Registration by the Teachers Registra- 
tion Council, 47, Bedford Square, W.C. 

One of the essentials for Registration is attendance for one 
academic year at a Teachers’ Training Course. See Special Syllabus 
which may be obtained from the Secretary. 

Students of the R.A.M. who satisfy the Principal or Warden as to 
attainments may, during or after their fourth year at the Academy, take 
their Principal Study and the Training Course in heu of the ordinary 
curriculum, for the same fees, viz., £14 14s. per Term. Those who 
have passed the L.R.A.M. Examination may have this privilege during 
their third Academic year, subject to the approval of the Principal. 

A Special Examination for a Diploma certifying ability in teaching 
music will be held in July in connection with this Course. 

The fee for this Examination is £5 5s. and the Diploma may be 
associated with the L.R.A.M. Diploma (see Special Syllabus ; Teachers’ 
Training Course).

ANNUAL EXAMINATION OF STUDENTS. 


Annually, in the Midsummer Term, every Student who has 
attended throughout the Academic Year is required to undergo an 
examination in each subject of study pursued by him or her. These 
examinations are conducted by Boards of Examiners appointed by the 
Committee of Management. 

To such Students as show sufficient progress awards are made as 
follows : For Principal Studies, Composition, and Aural Training :— 

To Students of one or more years' standing, Commendation or 

Bronze, Medals. 

To Students of two or more years’ standing, who have already 

taken bronze medals, Silver Medals. 

To Students of three or more years' standing, who have already 

taken silver medals, Certificates of Merit. 

For Languages, Dancing, Deportment and Fencing—Prize Books. 

For Second and other Studies, ° Honourable Mention." Those who 
have twice previously obtained “ Honourable Mention " will be per- 
mitted to enter as for Principal Studies. 


To supplement and to lead up to the Annual Examinations in 
the Midsummer Term, the Committee of Management have decided 
to set aside for special intensive work one whole week towards the 
end of each of the Michaelmas and Lent Terms. ` 


Particulars of these weeks will be found in the Calendar (pp. 8-11). 


The work in the Academy during these special weeks will be 
arranged so as :— 


(1) to provide opportunity for students to co-ordinate their 
separate studies, and to survey and summarise their work 
during the previous part of the term ; 
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(2) to provide special lectures, lecture-lessons and recitals 
designed to illustrate and explain the broad principles and 
necessary conditions of physical and mental development 
which underlie all educational and artistic progress ; 


(3) to afford special indication as to the standards and attain- 
ments expected in the Midsummer Examinations from both 
a Technical and an Interpretative point of view.

LODGINGS FOR STUDENTS. 

There is no accommodation in the Academy for resident Students. 
For the convenience of Parents, Guardians, and Students, a list of 
persons who are desirous of receiving Students as boarders,and who have 
given references as to their fitness and respectability, is kept. This list 
is open to inspection at all times, and a copy thereof will be sent to 
the parents or friends of intending Students on application to the 
Secretary. 


REFRESHMENT DEPARTMENT. 


Luncheons, teas, and light refreshments can be obtained at 
moderate prices, the arrangements being under the supervision of the 
House Committee. Books of tickets of various values can be obtained 


in the General Office. 


STUDENTS' PRACTICE. 


Owing to want of space, general practice cannot be permitted at 
the Academy. As far as possible arrangements are made for Organ 
Students to practise. 


REPORTS. 


A report on the progress of each Student is made annually by the 
Professors concerned, and is transmitted by the Principal to the parents 


wa 
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or guardians of the Student. Bpecial reports of a similar character are 
made when desirable. 


SUB-PROFESSORSHIPS. 


All Students are taught with a view to the possibility of their 
becoming teachers and, as a mark of particular distinction, advanced 
Students are appointed Sub-Professors, and are required to give instruc- 
tion in the Academy under the supervision of their own Professors. 
This appointment is for a period not exceeding three years, and is 
relinquished if the Student leave the Academy before the expiration of 
ihe period. 


DISTINCTIONS, &c. 


Students who have gained the Certificate of Merit in their Principal 
Study and the Special Diploma Examination of the Teachers’ Training 
Course will be recommended by the Committee of Management to the 
Directors for the distinction of “ Associate of the Royal Academy of 
Music." 

Students who distinguish themselves in the Musical Profession 
after quitting the Institution may, on the recommendation of the 
Prineipal or Committee of Management, be elected, by the Directors, 
Associates or Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music, with the privilege 
of the use after their names of the letters A.R.A.M. and F.R.A.M. 
respectively. 

No Student, nor any Past Student not being an Associate or 
Fellow of the Academy, is under any circumstances entitled to use 
these distinguishing letters. 

No Student is allowed to take part in any public performance, or 
publish any composition, or enter into any professional engagement, 
without the permission of the Principal. (See Regulations XII. and 
XIV., pp. 37 and 38.) 


CONCERTS, OPERATIC AND DRAMATIC 


PERFORMANCES. 


Evidence of the progress made by the Students is given at the Fort- 
nightly and Practice Concerts held during Term time in the Academy, 
and by Public Chamber and. Orchestral Concerts given every Term in 
such Metropolitan Concert Hall as the Committee may select. Friends 
of Students and Subscribers to the Institution may be admitted to these 
Concerts. 
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From time to time since the year 1828 public performances of Opera 
have been given by the Students, both at the Academy and in Metropoli- 
tan Theatres. 'The list for the last seventeen years comprises selec- 
tions from more than fifty-six operas, and the performance of 
nineteen complete works. 


THE ANGELINA GOETZ LIBRARY. 
(Founded in Memory of Angelina Goetz by her children in 1903.) 


This library contains about 350 full orchestral scores of modern 
works. By the Deed of Gift it is provided that : “ all members of the 
Corporate Body and Students in the R.A.M., and any other person who 
has the special permission of one of the Donors, the Principal, Warden, 
or Secretary of the Academy, shall have access during Term time, 4 NM 
from 10 to 5 daily, except on Saturdays, when it is closed at 1 o'clock." HEN a / |

great English Church composers. Operas of the modern French kb 
sehool and most of the Vocal and Instrumental works of Charles 

Gounod, Ballets by Delibes and Widor ; also Operas by Gluck, 

Meyerbeer, Mozart, Rubinstein and Wagner. 

The Library has been further enriched by valuable bequests and 

gifts of Music from :—Mrs. Acton, Miss M. Arkwright, Messrs. Augener,

Choral works, Concertos for various Instruments ; a large collection of 
Sixteenth and Seventeenth Century Music ; early theoretical works and 
treatises, and many Manuscripts. 

The LENDING LIBRARY comprises :—Sheet Music and 
volumes of Solos, Duets, Studies, etc., for Pianoforte and other Instru- 
ments, Vocal Scores of Operas, Oratorios, Cantatas, Masses, etc. 
Chamber Music Vocal Albums, Tutors, Theoretical Works and Music 
Literature ; also a collection of some 560 volumes, comprising the chief 
standard works in Prose and Poetry, and Text-books on English 
Literature, left to the Library in 1922 by Miss Annie M. Child, who 
was a Professor of Elocution at the R.A.M. for many years. This 
splendid bequest is of the greatest help and educational value to Students 
especially to those whose studies include Elocution and the Drama. 

The Library is open to Professors and Students every week-day 
during each Term (special holidays excepted), from 11 to 1 and from 
3 to 4 (Saturdays excepted). 

Students who desire the privilege of borrowing works from the 
Lending.Library must sign an agreement and maintain a deposit of 
10s. with the Cashier.

DIPLOMA EXAMINATION. 


FOR LICENTIATESHIP (L.R.A.M.). 


An examination, independent of Academy teaching, of Musical 
Composers, Performers, and Teachers, is held at the Academy three 
times a year—viz., during the Summer, Christmas and Easter Vacations. 
The fee payable is £5 5s., and successful candidates thereat are created 
by the Directors LICENTIATES OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY OF 
MUSIC, with the exclusive right to the use after their names of the 
letters L.R.A.M., and receive Diplomas, signed by the Principal and 
by one of the Directors, to the effect that they are judged to be qualified 
to begin practising that branch of the musical profession in which they 


have been examined. 


Students who have obtained the L.R.A.M. and Special Diploma 
of the Teachers’ Training Course (in the same Principal subject) within 
nine terms of one another, will be entitled to describe themselves as 


L.R.A.M. (Honours). 


The last day on which names and exercises can be received will be 
for the First Period, June 30th ; for the Second Period, October 31st ; 
and, for the Third Period, February ۰ With late fee, July 12th, 
November 12th, and February 28th. 


Candidates entering for the Diploma of Licentiate in Pianoforte 
have the option of being examined in Glasgow or in London, the 
fee in the former case being £6 6s., in the latter £5 5s. The 
Examinations will be held at the Glasgow Atheneum School of Music 
and will be conducted by members of the Examining Staff of the 
R.A.M. only at Easter and Christmas periods.

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THE R.A.M. CLUB. 


The R.A.M. Club was founded in 1889, with the object of promoting 
friendly intercourse between those who are connected with the Royal 
Academy of Music. Meetings—Social and Musical—are held periodi- 
cally, and the RA H Club Magazine, published each term, is sent to 


all members. 


Past and present Students, Professors and some others are eligible 
for membership. Further particulars may be obtained from the Secretary 
of the Club, at the Academy. 


JUNIOR DEPARTMENT. 


The Junior Department of the Academy provides sound and suit- 
able instruction for pupils who are too young to be admitted as students, 
and whose time.is chiefly occupied with their general education. 


Full particulars of the Course of Study, Fees and Regulations are 
given in a separate Prospectus, which can be obtained on application. 


N.B.—The conditions and Course of Study of the Junior Department 
being quite different from those of the Senior School, no term or 
half-term in the Junior Department can be counted as part of any 
of those which must be kept (or completed) by the Student in 
the Senior School. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


1.— АП orders for the government and regulation of the Academy shall 
emanate from the Committee of Management, whose decisions 
shall be delivered through their Chairman to the different officers 
of the establishment. 


II.—All branches of Music shall be taught in the Academy, and 
Students may choose any one of these for their Principal Study. 
Should the branch for which a Male Student enters be Com- 
position, Organ, Pianoforte, or Harp, he may be required to 
learn, as a Second Study, any orchestral instrument which the 
Committee may choose for him. If the branch for which a Student 
enters be Singing, he or she shall attend the Diction Class. 
All Students shall be required to learn Harmony and (unless 
exempted by the Principal) Pianoforte, to attend the Sight-Singing 
Class, and, when competent, to take part in the Orchestral 
and Choral Practices, in the Ensemble Classes, and in all public 
performances of the Academy. 


III.—The Academic Year shall consist of Thirty-six weeks, divided into 


Three Terms. 
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IV.—The Course of Instruction shall include two Weekly Lessons m а 
Principal Study ; one in a Second Study, when deemed desirable by 
the Principal; one in Diction, for Singers; and the advantages 
of the Aural Training, Harmony and Ensemble Classes, and the 
Orchestral and Choral Practices. 

This Course of Instruction is modified and supplemented by 
special arrangements dealing with the Annual Examinations and 
preparation for these.* 

V.—The Operatic and Dramatie Classes shall be open to composers, 
singers, and accompanists, on payment of an additional fee. 
Students who discontinue their General Studies may remain in 
these Classes on payment of such fee as the Committee may from 
time to time determine. 

VI.—The Classes for the English, Italian, French, and German languages 
and those for Diction, Elocution, Deportment, and Dancing, may 
be attended by the Students on payment of an additional fee for 
each class. Students whose Principal Study is Singing shall not 
be required to pay the additional fee for the Diction Class. 

VIL—Subject to the approval of the Principal, Students may take an 
additional Principal Study, or additional lessons in any branch of 
the curriculum, on payment of the special fee stated on p. 27, but 
no Student will be permitted to take private lessons in any subject 
which he or she may be studying in the Academy. 

VIIL—Students shall be admitted at the beginning of each Term 
and Half-Term. 

IX.—Students shall be required, on entering the Academy, to sign 
an Agreement binding themselves to keep all the rules of the 
Academy, to obey those in authority over them, strictly to carry 
out the course of study appointed by the authorities of the 
Academy, and to attend for that purpose during at least three 
Terms. The Father or Guardian of a Student will be required to 
sign a minute of approval, appended to the Agreement, binding 
him to pay the fees for the said three Terms. 

X.—Students who are members of the Band or Choir shall attend all 
Orchestral and Choral Practices and Rehearsals; and every 
Student, without exception, shall attend all Public Performances, 
whether or not they be members of the Band or Choir. Female 
Students shall wear the Academic Dress (viz., a plain white dress 
with scarlet sash) at all Public Concerts of the Academy. 

XL—As a mark of particular distinction advanced Students may be 
appointed Sub-Professors and required to give instruction in the 
Academy under the supervision of their own Professors. This 
appointment shall be for a period not exceeding three years, and 
shall be relinquished if the Student leave the Academy before the 
expiration of the period. 

XIL—The Principal reserves the right to veto the acceptance of a 
publie performance or Recital by a student should he deem it 
detrimental to the interests of the student or the Academy.

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XIII—All Scholarship-holders and Exhibitioners shall be obliged to 
perform when and where called upon by the Principal, whether 
they have an engagement or not on the date mentioned. Failure 
to comply with this requirement shall render such Scholar or 
Exhibitioner (at the discretion of the Committee) liable to suspen- 
slon or dismissal from the Scholarship or Exhibition he or she 
may hold. Any release from this Regulation shall be left to the 
discretion of the Principal. 

XIV.—No Student shall be allowed to publish any Composition with- 
out the sanction of the Principal, and a copy of all Compositions 
published with his sanction must be presented to the Library of 
the Academy. 

XV.—Any infringement or violation of the Regulations, or any dis- 
creditable or improper conduct, shall subject the Student, at the 
discretion of the Committee, to suspension or dismissal from the 
Institution. 

XVI.—Classes and lessons officially approved may not be altered with- 
out permission from the Principal, and under no circumstances can 
the Academy undertake to make special arrangements extra to or 
outside of the ordinary terminal curriculum. 

Students absent through illness must immediately send written 
notification to the Secretary with a Medical Certificate. 

X VIL—AII Fees shall be paid in advance, and at least fourteen days’ 
notice of the withdrawal of a Student shall be given. Failing the 
due receipt of such notice by the Secretary the fees for half a Term 
shall be payable. 


The above General Regulations are made by the Committee of 
Management acting under the Charter granted by his late Most 
Gracious Majesty King George IV. 


BYE-LAWS RELATING TO DISTINCTIONS. 


A.—Students who have taken the complete Academy curriculum for 
three years and obtained the Certificate of Merit in their Prin- 
cipal Study at the Annual Examinations ; and who have attended 
the Teachers' Training Course during their fourth year at the 
Academy, and have passed the Teaching Diploma Examination 
in connection therewith—shall—upon production to the Directors 
of a Certificate signed by the Chairman of the Committee or by 
the Principal Music Professor to that effect—receive the addi- 
tional distinction of being elected by the Directors Associates 
of the Royal Academy of Music. 

B.—Past Students who have distinguished themselves in any of the 

subjects which form part of the course of study at the Academy, 

but who have not passed any such examination as aforesaid, may 
also, upon the recommendation of the Committee of Management, 
be elected by the Directors Associates of the Royal Academy of 

Music. 
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(,—Existing Associates of the Royal Academy of Music, and Associates 


elected under these Bye-Laws, and no other persons, shall be 
entitled to the use after their names of the initials A.R.A.M. 


D.—Past Students who have distinguished themselves in any of the 


subjects which form part of the course of study at the Academy, 
or who have rendered distinguished service to the Institution 
may, on the recommendation of the Committee of Management 
and the written Certificate of the Principal Music Professor, 
be elected by the Directors Fellows of the Royal Academy of 
Music. 

E.—The number of Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music shall be 
limited to one hundred and fifty. 


F.—Existing Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music, and Fellows 
elected under this Rule, and no other persons, shall be entitled 
to the use after their names of the initials F.R.A.M. 


G.—Persons who pass successfully the examinations held in London 
independent of the Academy teaching, for the Licentiateship 
shall—upon production to the Directors of a Certificate signed 
by the Chairman of the Committee to that effect —be elected by 
the Directors Licentiates of the Royal Academy of Music, and 
shall receive diplomas signed by the Principal Music Professor 
and by one of the Directors, to the effect that they are judged to 
be fully qualified for the branches of the musical profession in 
which respectively they have been examined. 


H.—Existing Licentiates of the Royal Academy of Music and Licentiates 
elected under this Rule, and no other persons, shall be entitled 
to the use after their names of the initials L.R.A.M. (see p. 35). 


L—Honorary Members appointed by the Committee of Management in 
virtue of the power expressly conferred upon them by the Charter, 
and no other persons, shall be entitled to the use after their 
names of the expression “ Hon. R.A.M." 


J.—The Directors shall have power by resolution duly carried at a 
meeting specially convened for the purpose to deprive any 
Honorary Member, Professor, Student, or Official of the 
Academy, who shall have been removed by the Committee of 
Management for misconduct, of any title, privilege, or honour 
conferred by the Academy, and written notice of such deprivation 
shall be forthwith given to the person so deprived. 


The above Bye-laws are made by the Directors, acting under the 
Charter given by his late Most Gracious Majesty King George IV.

l. Students who desire to take the full course will be accepted ONLY aí 
the BEGINNING OF THE MICHAELMAS TERM (SEPTEMBER). 


2. All students who have taken the full course may sit for an examination 
in the Teaching of Music (with special reference to their Principal Subject) 
This Examination will be held at the end of the Midsummer Term. 


Only those who take the complete course during the Academic year 
1926-27 and thereafter, will be eligible to sit for this Examination. 


3. Forms of entry for this Examination, properly filled up, together with 
the fees, must be sent so as to reach the Secretary not later than June 18%. No 
entry will be accepted after this date unless accompanied by an extra fee of 5s. 
per candidate, and no late entries can be accepted in any circumstances after 
June 12th. 


4. Any candidate who, having entered, fails to attend this Examination 
at the time appointed will forfeit the fee paid, except in cases of serious illness, 
notified by letter to the Secretary at least three clear days before the time 
appointed for the examination, and verified by a medical certificate. 


5. Students who pass this Examination will receive a Diploma certifying 
ability in Teaching musie, with special reference to their particular Principal 
Subject (Pianoforte, Singing, etc.*). This Diploma will not be issued to students 
who are under the age of twenty. 


6. This Examination will be conducted by a Board of three Examiners 
and a fee of £5 5s. will be charged on entering. 


7. Candidates who are successful in this Examination, and who are 
Lieentiates of the Academy, or who become Licentiates of the Academy in any 
of the principal subjects,* will be entitled to describe themselves as L.R.A.M. 
( Honours). 


8. This Examination and the L.R.A.M. must, however, be taken within 
nine terms of one another, and must in each case refer to the same Principal 
Subject.
